The recent case was the 
only contagiou s one, it was re­ 
p orted, the remaining two being 
other forms. Later develop ments 
p roved the validity of the local 
doctor’s statements in that mem­ 
bers of these families failed to 
contract the disease althou gh 
being closely associated in the 
homes of the afflicted. 
The other cases of the disease 
were of sp oradic varieties and 
only brain involvements follow­ 
ing some other sickness. Fre­ 
qu ently it was said that follow­
